INPALIENCE VS. PROGRESS. 
Among the moat distressing disappointments 
which men are called upon to suffer, ato those 
brought abuut by their own too great anxiety to 
ecomomillionnsires, Notcontentforeven abrief 
period, with modorate circumstances and un- 
willitig, or too impatient to permittime to better 
their conditions, many men who might grow 
to affluerica with the city or country in which 
they live, cast themselves upon every passing 
wave ofgilded rumor, and thus, every alternate 
year of their lives commence lile anew. There 
are many who complain that they cannot imax 
gine a future for Arizona which would justify 
them in clinging to it; that their time here has 
been lost, and that they must go elaewhere if 
thew are ever to “make a raise.” We know of 
men worth some thousands of dollars, having 
spoken in this strain, notwithstanding that 
every cent they possess has been gecumnlated 
in Arizona, and within a period of less than 
four years; men who tried life elsewhere but 
could not succeed and, having accumulated a 
small fortune after a few years’ attention while 
business was active, wish a change of scenery 
so soon as trade receives a temporary check. 
But a future of the brightest character awaits 
arizona, as all will find who may control their 
impatience and await the time, Let us, for in- 
stance, take a look at thiy southern portion of 
Arizona—what itis, and what it may be: 


At present, the upper and lower Santa Cruz, 
the Sonoita, the San Pedro and the Gila val- 
leys contein a population of several thousand 
settlers, Thousands of acres of land are under 
cultiyation, and notwithstanding the quanti- 
ty of corn raised each year the demand for in- 
ternal consumption is not supplied by the Ter- 
ritory; which shows plainly that there must 
be a ready market for everything prodaced. 

The existence, at no very remote period, of 
a railroad on the thirty-second parallel, being 
now a settled question, we may next turn our 
attention to the probable futdre of the country 
south of the Gila, gr nerally, but to this city 
particularly: Tucson being located in the centre 
ofa rich and beautiful agricultural district 
mast continus to he, in future, what it has becu 
in the pàst—tke great murt of the whole south- 
erh portion of the Territory. The great ob- 
stacle to every class of improvement is, as the 
whole country well knows, the presence of the 
hostile Apache; but this is not an unsur- 
mountable obstacle and, therefore, one which 
should not be permitted to overshadow the hope 
of future prosperity, When a couple of millions 

s i 
of dollars will have gone as many hundreds of 
thousands have already went—for nothing— 
the government will learn that its Indian policy 
has become too expensive, and will accordingly 
bring Indian matters to a crisis. 


Another great draw-back and one which is 
felt everywhere throughout the territory ia the 
enormous prices which all classes of merchan- 
dise command. Fort Yuma which, by the 
route traveled io nearly three hundred miles 
distant from Tucson, is the nearest point to 
which merchandiso can be conveyed by water, 
and the priecs paid for transportation thence 
to Tucson, in almost every instance, amount 
to more than the original cost of goods as 
purchased in San Francisco. This is, certainly, 
a very unvholecome state of affairs, and to 
these who oxpect to accamalate fortunes with 
little labor, & very mountain in the pathway 
But thia condition of affairs can continue, at 
most, only a fow ycars, The Southern Pacific 
railroad, ruuning couth ofthe Gila, will place us 
in almost direct communication with Califor. 
nia and thé East, while the Gulf trade via 
Guaymas will give additional importance to our 
pesition, It will be strange indeed if all these 
advantages in store for Southern Arizona fail 
to lend importance to its principal business 
point; and it is equally strange that so many 
fail ty see, or otherwise, fail to acknowledge so 
mech even to themselves.

The Afiner compliments the Memphis Con- 
yention in the following manner ;

ing of a railroad on the 32d parallel route. 
‘They should have knowi better than to have 
fayored such an impracticable project,”

to arise from building s railroad over the Sun 
Francisco mountain. 

We have not felt called upon to astail one 
position or defend the other, feeling satisfied on 
the one hand, that there are too many of the 
most energetic ‘and enterprising men in the 
country, who gre familiar with the great natu- 
ral advantages of the route on the 32d. parallel, 
to fear that the construction ofa railrogd on 
that route would long be delayed; and ou the 


other hand, being perfectly willing, if any one 
saw any reason for constructing a railroad to 
Prescott, that he should do so. 


To any person living in California or the 
Aulantic States, who reads the Miner, (if indeed 
anybody outside of this Territory is aware of 
the existence of that sheet,) it must seem strange 
that anewspaperlocated in a young and sparsely 
populated Territory, needing only an increase of 
population to develop the vast treasures of its 
rich mountains and fertile valleys, far from

Tae Govervor AND SECRETARY :—Thursday 
was quite au eventful day in Tucson, Hon. 
A. P. K, Safford, our new Governor, arrived 
on Thursday morning, He reached the Nine 
Mile station on Tuesday evening and, was there 
met by a party of our citizens by whom he was 
escorted into town, Mr. Lyon, from Arizona 
City, arrived with the Governor. Hon, Coles 
Bashford, Secretary, arrived from the East, via 
Santa Fe, on Thursday evening, accompanied 
by Major Duffield and others, Tha city is 
thronged with strangers and they all look 
cheerful and happy. 

Wao pip it ?—A house on the plaza was 
shaken to fragments, on Saturday night, by the 
explosion of a quantity of powder placed under 
the foundation, Junes says he is quite confi- 
dent that the act was committed by a party of 
idle urchins, Brown, however, maintains that 
åt is not so; but, having discovered the charred 
remaing of two pairs cf ladies’ hose near the 
yuin, believes the work to have been done by 
fairer hands, Smith maintains that itis no 
such thing; that the mischief was done by the 
party who fired tho firat gun on the morning 
ofthe 4th, Quien sabe? 

Mat.s:—In our last issue we spoke of the 
probable capture by the Indians, of the mail 
buggy on theroute beiween Tucson and Me~ 
silla, Wesurmised correctly, ‘The mail which 
left this place on the 24th proceeded to Bar- 
ney's Station without meeting with any edven 
ture. Here the mails connect, but in 
consequence, of the non-up varance of the 
mail due from the Rio Grande, that from this 
place passed on in the expectation of meeting 
with it, Near Soldiers’ Farewell, N. M., the 
driver wagattacked by a large body of Indians 
bat succeeded in making kis escape leaving 
the buggy surrounded by Indians. After pro» 
ceeding ashort distunce ha discovered the 
other buggy and two men lying dead close by. 
Thus the Indians had captured both buggies 
almost on the came spot. The postmaster at 
Miembres Station, with a party of men, pros 
ceeded to the scene of tho disaster on the fol- 
lowing day, where they disenvered the mail 
matter scattered around, but not torn except 
in a few instances in which letters and news» 
papera had been perforated by bullets. They 
sneceeded in collecting the entire mail, and 
having buried the bodies of the murdered men 
returned to tho station, Mr. Davis arrived 
here with the mailon Thursday, having procur- 
od buggies and atock to replace those destroy- 
ed and taken by the Indians. 

Tt is otrange that a military guard cannot be 
furnished to protect mails un this route. The 
prosont indifforence in this matter is a disgrace 
to thoso who have the power to apply a remedy. 
Even though the loss of property custaitied by 


the mail contractors be ignored, (as it io, but} 


should not be) tho mails should be protected.

In your issue of June 2d the following paras 
graph appeas, apeaking’ of the railroad from 
Shreveport to Marshall: ' 

There is noW no reilroad enterprise in the 
country that is attracting more attention or 
that can present ‘more cogent arguinents fas 
voring its extension across the gontinent. And 
just hexe itis well to remark that we ore ad 
vised that, of all the ratlroad projects now 
hefore Congress soliciting aid, this is the only 
oné making any progress; and, what is still 
more worthy of notice, itis the only one in 
which parties interested have sufficient conii- 
dence to invest their money. 

Whilst the writer gun have po possibl objecs 
tion to the progress of that enterprise, it is 
certainly an untrue statement which ig madè 
above, If this Marshall & Shraveport line is 
." now before Congress golicting aid, and is the 
only one making any progress,” it is ‘news to 
the Writer, and will be to many other persons, 
` The Memphis, El Paso and San Diego Paci- 
fic railroad company hag been, and ja before 
Congress, and has twice been endorsed within 
the last four months, The right of way to the 
Paeific was passed in the Fortieth Congress, by 
121 to 45; in the Forty~frst Congress. by 102 
to 49. No action hag been taken by the Senate, 
though forty one Senators have expressed 
their intention to support it. In the late con- 
vention at Memphis the unanimous expression 
of opinion’ was for this line, and the friends of 
the measure acted upon the suggestions of oné 
of the Executives Board, Col. Blanton Duncan, 
who was a member of the Pacific railrpad com- 
mittee and had full powers from his company. 
The Senate committee upon public lands report. 
ed back, April 3, 1869, the bill with the proviso 
amendatory of the House resolution: 

“That said company shall, within two years, 
build a hrach road from Marshall, Texas, in 
as direct a line westerly as practicable to con- 
nect witirthe main line of their road at or near 
the 20th meridian of west. longitude.”’ i 

Thus the Senate seems to have igno:ed any 
claims on the part of the Marshall and shreve~ 
port road to extend its line, and (as the friends 
of the Memphis and El Paso then thought) 
rather unjustly. The Memhis and El Paso 
Directors did not ask for this amendment, nor 
do they desire it, And ifthe Shreveport people 
can build the line within the time prescribed, 
and can give proper assurances that no penal. 
ties will ensue from their failure : gainst the 
Memphis aud £I Paso, there will not be the 
slightest objection on the part of the latter road 
to'permit the former to build this branch and 
také'all the’benefit. Indeed, it will require all 
the energy and ull the-influence of the*Dired- 
tors to attend to their own main trunk of nearly 
2,000 miles. The act of Congress provides :

ongréss has enacted that, hereafter, sessione 
of the Legislaturéin the several Territariesshall 
be biesinial, and it was the evident expectation 
that no Réssion would be held in any of the 
Tetritories tlis year, except Wyoming, That 
Territory being but recently organized Con~ 
gress made an appropriation for s session there. 

The queation is now narrowed down to the 
time when the term ofthe various County and 


Precinct officers expire, and what course can 
be pursued to fill the offices. 


‘There has been so many changes in the 
statutes of the Territory as to to the time fixed 
for the expiration and ‘commencement of the 
terms of office, of the ,arious County and Pre» 
cinct officers, that it requires careful exam- 
ination and comparisou to ascertain definitely 
bow the matter stands, By reference to the 
statutes of 1866, page 44, entitled “An Act 
amendatory of chapter twenty-four, ‘Howell 
Code,’ ‘Of General and Special Klections:' ” 
Chapter 24, Sec. 1, of said code, isamended so as 
to provide that the election shall be held on the 
first Wednesday cf June in each year instead 
of the first Wednesday of September, and sec» 
tion sixty-seven ofsaid chapter is amended and 
provides that the term of all ofigers elected 
szunder the provisions of this chapter shall ex- 
pite on the last day of June instead of Novem- 
Wer; and the term of all officers elected under 
such provisions, except Delegate in Congress, 
shall commence on the first day of July instead 
of December. 

The Statutes of 1867, page 31, “An Act De- 
fining the Qualification of Officers elected at 
any General election in the Counties of the 
Torritory, and legalizing the acts of the OM- 
cert holding over in the Counties of Yavapsi, 
Yuma and Mohave, since the first day of July, 
and until the first day of December :" Section 
8, of said act, provides “that the term of office 
of all county officers, hereafter to be elected, 
fora full term, at any general election, shall 
commence on the first day of December next 
after such general elections.” It is evidently 
the intention of the law, ao it now stando, that 
the term of all County ond Precinct officers 
shall expire on the last day of November after 
such general election. It is not in accordance 
with the policy of onr government that offices 
shall ever becomevacant,and I amnotelear but 
that the failure to call an election this year 
would entitle the incumbents to hold until their 
successors are elected and qualified. But, to 
avoid all danger of dispute and conflict, I would 
cilvidd the Boards c@@ounty Supervisors of the 
various counties, 40 fill their board by the 
appointment, if possible, of the retiring mem~ 
ber, and then appoint the present incumbents 
of tho’ various County and Precinct officers. 
This®i1] make the matter sure. Two of the 
wombers of the Board of suporvisors hold over, 
and a quorum is competent to trensact busie 
ness--hence there is no question with regard 
to their power. If the County and Precinct 
officers can hold over until their succecdore ate 
elected and qualified, then their appointment 
by the Board can do no harm. Upon tho othe? 
hand, if it should bo determined that their 
official carcer ceaser on tho last dayof Novom- 
ber, then tho appointment by the Board con- 
tinued them logally in office, >
